The political debate [as briefly announced in. our

Under present cond- 
tions, he added, the Executive should not participate 
in the London Conference. Should a situation arise 
in which the basic demands of their Movement 
could be discussed, the Jewish Agency could. then 
consider whether it could serve as a basis for 
Participation in the Conferences.

This would show 
that the Jews were ready to fight for the develop- 
ment of the whole of Palestine as a Jewish State

END OF UNRRA—BEGINNING OF LR.O. 


Major-General L. W. Rooks, former Deputy 
Chief of Staff to General Erenhower, has been 


appointed to succeed Mr LaGuardia as Director- 
General of Unrra from December 31, tn order to 
liquidate its functions and finish off deliveries of 
supplies. The technical closing dates are 
December 31 in Europe and March 31 in Asia 
In Germany, however, operations will continue 
until June 30 

The U.S. Army is prepared to continue Unrra 
operations indefinitely in the U.S. zone next year 
if the International Rehef Organisation is not ready 
io do the work, an Army spokesman Stated m 
Frankfort last week. He added that there were 
nearly $50,000. displaced persons in the U.S. zone 
who needed care 

Before the General Assembly of Uno was 
adjourned on Monday, approval of the establish- 
ment of the International Refugee Organisation was 
given by 30 votes to 5, with 18 abstentions (writes 
our New York correspondent).

Marriage Secretaries in Liberal 
Synagogues 
[By a Jewtsn Curonicie Reporter] 


After a long and heated debate, the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews at their meeting at Woburn 
House on Sunday, under the chairmanship of Dr. 
israc! Feldman (Great Synagoguc), Vice-President, 
agreed, in spite of the protests of some members. to 
the reference back of a recommendation by a sub- 
committee set up by the Law, Parliamentary, and 
General Purposes Committee, that the Board's 
constitution be amended in order that the President 
of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, Si. John’s Wood 
Road, London, should be able to grant first cer- 
tifications to proposed marriage secretaries at 
Liberal Synagogues 

Mr. Reusen LiseermMan (Brighton), Chairman of 
the Law, Parliamentary, ro General Purposes 
Committee, in moving the adoption of the com- 
mittec’s report, said the proposal before the meet- 
ing arose out_of a majority recommendation of a 
special sub mittee composed of three mem- 
bers, Mr. Isaac Landau, Dr. G. J. Webber, and 
Dr. Homa. Mr. Landau and Dr. Webber were 
in favour of it arid Dr. Homa against. 

The majority view of the sub-committee was that 
a precedent had been established in the case ol 
the Liberal Synagogue, St John’s Wood Road, 
London, which had obtained the Chief Rabbi's 
certificate, after which the President of the Board 
had certified the appomitment of a Marriages 
Secretary to the congregation, and that this should 
enable the President to certify the appointment: of 
first secretaries for other Liberal Synagogues, since 
all Liberal Synagogues were affiliated to the main 
Liberal Synagogue. The committce recommended 
the adoption by the Board of the sub-committee’s 
recommendation that clause 45 of the Board's con- 
stitution, which dealt with the appointment of 
marriage secretarics and made first certification 
dependent. on a certificate from the ecclesiastical 
authorities. should be amended so that the words 
* or in the case of a Liberal Synagoguc, by a certifi- 
cate from the President of the Liberal Synagogue. 
St. John’s. Wood, London,” should follow — the 
words ecclesiastical authorities.” 


A Highly Responsible Body 


Mr. Licberman said that he was wholeheartedly 
in agreement with the proposal. However much, 
he added, one could be opposed to the proposal, 
it could not be denied that the Liberal Synagoguc 
was a highly responsible body which realised to 
the full the implications involved in the appoint- 
ment of marrage secretaries 

Dr. Homa, moving the reference back of the 
paragraph, said that it was absolutely unconstitu- 
tional. He fel: it was the duty of the Board to 
defend the authority of the Chief Rabbi. Nobody 
could deny that the Liberal Jews were Jews, but 
that was different from a recognition that they 
were a religious section of the community. The 
recommendation of the sub-committee’ was a new 


departure. Had the Deputy for the Chief Rabbi 
been consulted? 
De. J. Bravupe (Hendon Adath Yisroel) 


supported the reference back. 

Mr. Isaac Lanpau (United Synagogue) opposing. 
said he had seldom heard a speech which reeked 
more of intolerance than Dr. Homa'’s. ° 

Mr. Goprrty Curprans (Stoke Newington Syna- 
goguec) said the late Chief Rabbi made a major 
blunder m issuing a certificate to the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue. What had they to fear if the 
Liberal Jews went to Parliament and asked for a 
special Act ? 

Col. Gluckstein said. the 
the sub-commuiitee was a scns'ble solution of the 
probicm Let the Jewish Cemimunity remain 
united... Heaven knew they had enough trouble. 

When the debate was resumed following the 
luncheon break, Dr. L. Kirsch suegesied that the 
Deputies should defer voting on the matter until 
a new Chief Rabbi was appointed 

Mr. H. Gaventa (Carlton, Melbourne) said that 
the Deputies must be guided by Jewish law. 

Dr. G. J. Webber said he thought that Dr. 
Hioma’s attitude was misguided, He was well aware 
theré was division between Orthodox and Liberal 
Jews, but the Board was composed of all sections 
of the Jews in the British Empire. He was sure 
that in an English court of law. Liberal Jews would 
be regarded as professing the Jewish 
Surely the Board did not want the Liberal Jews 
to go to Parhament as the Reform Jews did 100 
years ago. 

Mr. L. Bakstansxy (Lodzer) said that the Jewish 
Community was overwhelmingly Orthodox, and he 
for one would not want to rush into a measure 
which could be construed as a blow to Orthodoxy. 


Three Applications Sent 


After Mra. H. A. Goopman (Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations) had spoken in support of 
the reference back, Col. Gluckstein intervened to 
remark that he had sent to the Secretary of the 
Board three applications on behalf of the North 
London, South London, and Brighton Liberal Syna-

gogues. (At this there were crics of “ What 
to them ? 
x. A. G. Brotman, Secretary of the Board 


replied that the applications were sent back to the 
Synagogues with the advice that they should apply 
to the St. John’s Wood Synagogue for the pro- 
cedure which was. effective in the original case. 

Mr. R. Lieberman, intervening, said that in the 
ordinary way an application for a certificate made 
to the President of the Board must have the Chief 
Rabbi's authority... The Liberals had = never 
recognised the authority of the Chicf Rabbi, and 
in 1935 they made the application to the Presi- 
dent, who communicated with the Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. Percy Conen (West London Synagogue) 
said he felt that the position taken by the Law, 
Parliamentary, and General Purposes Committee 
ought to be upheld. How could they wait for the 
appointment of a new Chief Rabbi? It might be 
10 years before this happened ! (Laughter.) 

Me. S. Davies (Hieher Broughton anchester) 
sugeested that the committee be asked to give 
further consideration to the question, 

Me. Jacoves Conen (Hendon) said that any 
ecclesiastical body was bound to say that the 
Liberal Jews were professing the Jewish religion.

said he was sorry that the debate had developed 
into an argument on Orthodoxy and Liberalism. 
(Cries of “ No, no!) They wanted to arrive at 
an understanding and if all sections were prepared 
to consult on an agreement he was prepared to 
refer the recommendation back. 

There were strong protests at this from Mr. 
Isaac Landau and Colonel Gluckstein, and the 
Chairman remarked that the step ought not to be 
misconstrued. 

On Dr. Homa agreeing not to press his own 
amendment, the reference back proposed by Mr. 
Lieberman was accepted. 

Commenting on the decision, Coi. Gluckstein 

said that an application would be made by the 
Liberal Synagogues, in accordance with statute, to 
the President of the Board, and there would be 
some form of time limit. If the time limit expired 
without some advancement in the position, the 
Liberal Jews would take some action. A challenge 
had been thrown out and he accepted it. 
were not going to lie down under a stigma. It 
was his view that the Board had turned down the 
proposal of the sub-commitice. (Cries of “ No, 
no!’’). 
The Chairman said the proposal had been with- 
drawn for further consideration, and he hoped that 
a solution would be arrived at which would meet 
with general, if not unanimous, approval. 

There was a short, but very lively, debate on the 
position of Jewish refugees in Germany, follow- 
ing the presentation of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee’s report by Mr. B. B. Liesperman (Crickle- 
wood) 

The report revealed that the Committee for Jews 
in Germany had -made representations to the 
Central Office for Germany and Austria with a view 
to providing adequately the basic requirements for 
the Jewish infiltrees at Belsen. There had been an 
interview between Mr. J. Rosensaft, Chairman of 
the Central Committee of Liberated Jews in Ger- 
many, and Mr. N. Wohlhoim, Vice-Chairman of 
the Committee. and Mr. J. B. Hynd, M-P., 
Minister in charge of the Control Office 

Mr. H. A. Goodman said the position of the 
Jewish refugees in Germany was exceedingly 
serious. The Control Commission wanted to disperse 
them over Germany, but they naturally did not 
want to remain in that country. He felt that more 
definite action should be taken 
should urge that the Control Commission be more 
sympathetic to the post-war infiltrees. 

Mr. Jacx Perry (T.A.C.) complained that Jewish 
organisations throughout the world were not taking 
sufficiently effective action to try to see that these 
camps in Germany were closed. Britain, America, 
France, and the Sovict Union, should each receive 
a limited number of tmmuigrants 
were saying that they should go only to Palestine, 
but in his view they should go wherever they could 

Mr. M. Gorovitz (Wellington) said the only 
country that was willing was Palestine. 

Replying to the debate Mr. B. B. Lieberman said 
that those who asked that the Jews should go to 
Palestine knew that Palestine was the only country 
willing to accept them. He deprecated the clashes 
between the Zionists and anti-Zionists, without any 
reference to the needs of the situation.

ARFHUR DAVIS 


After a long interval, the Arthur Davis Memorial 
Lecture is being revived, and the first of the new 
series was delivered by Dr. Leo Baeck, hero of the 
German concentration camps, last week. “As m the 
nast, the lecture: was delivered under the auspices 
of the Jewish Historical Society. Arthur Davis ts 
probably littl known to the present generation, 
apart from his connection with the standard edition 
of the Ashkenazi Machzor. “A genile, scholarly 
engineer,” he has been described as, “ who devoted 
his leisure to the study of Hebrew and wrote a 
learned work on the Hebrew accents.” Arthur 
Davis was, in fact, one of the very small group of 
Hebrew scholars that England has produced, and, 
probably -unique in this respect, he was in Hebrew 
self-taught. And Davis was born and brought up 
in Derby, a town in which there was no Jewish

Issue in the Balance

A crests has arisen at Congress over the question 
of the future leadership of the Zionist movement. 
The key to Dr. Weizmann’s position as President 
appears to he with Mapai, whose delegates comprise 
the second largest group at Congress. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, at a meeting of the group begun 
on WednesJay night, and continued yesterday, made 
a proposal that a triumvirate consisting of Dr. 
Silver, Rabbi Fishman, and himsell be 
elected, with Dr. Weizmann as Hon. President, 

Mr. Berl Locker made a counter-pro | that 
there should be no election, but that Dr. Weiz- 
mann and the Executive should carry on for another 
three months to give them time to negotiate with 
the British Government. If they achieved success. 
Dr. Weizmann’s clection was reassured. If, on the 
other hand, nothing were achieved, Dr. Weizmann 
wouk! resign 

Another proposal was that Dr. Weizmann be 
elected Hon. President and a member of the 
Exzccutive. At the moment it is touch and go 
whether he rs re-clected Presidesit 

(Congress has revealed the foimidable opposition 
that carsis among all parties both to partition and 
to attending the London Conference except on 
the basis of a Jewish State in the whole of Palestine. 
There ts, however, despite the intractable opposi- 
tion of the parties of the extreme left and right. 
ground for hope that wise statesmanship and 
common sense will prevail 


Dr. Weizmann and the Conference 


Dr. Weizmann has expressed himself as definitely 
and uncquivocally in favour of attending the Con- 
ference. and indications are not wanting that his 
view will ultimately prevail

that the majority of the delegates, despite some of 
the bitter things that have been said, are well- 
disposed towards Britain “Du. -as one 
prominent delegate pointed out to me, “ we do not 
know where the British Government stands 
and whether our good will is reciprocated. 

i think if ts a fai summing-up of the situation 
to say that, apart from the hotheads, Congress 
adoes not regard the prospect of triction wath the 
Boutsh Government with any favour. and c« 
seguenily the argument that one lasi attempt should 
be made is likely to prevail. 

i can now add to my brief report last week of 
the conflict between Professor. Brodetsky and Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver. in the course of which. the 
latter received a severe set-hack Dr. Silver. when 
he was elected chairman of the conference of the 
Confederation of General Zionists, believed that 
he cOmmanded the support .of the vast majority 
of General Zionist delegates. for his policy ol a 
break. with Britain and Opposition to partion. 
He and his supporters, notably Mr. Emanuel 
Neumann and Dr. Moshe Sneh. endeavoured to 
enforce ther pomt of view on the whole body 
with the idea of Securing a solid vote 

Led by British General Zionisis, however, strong 
resisiance to this plan soon developed and received 
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the support of the Dominion delegates, a number 
of American delegates headed by Dr. Siephen Wise 
and some delegates from South America. 

Following some very heated scenes at private 
mectings of the Confederation, the opposition to 
Dr. Silver, which numbered between 40 and 50 
delegates, demanded, and gained, freedom for every 
delegate to vote according to his conscience. 

The new group. which is staunchly pro-Weiz- 
mann, 1 now fighting tooth and nail for acceptance 
of the invitation to the London Conference on 
the basis of partition. 

T Chairman of the group is Mr. Barnett 
Janner, M.P.; the Vice-Chairman is Mr. Gering, 
of South Africa; the Secretary is the Rev. A 
Baum, and one of its principal protagonists is 
Rabbi Israel Abrahams, of South Africa. 

li was, by the way. at a meeting of this group 
that | heard Dr. cizmann express himself in 
favour of attending the London Conference. He 
outhned the advantages that would follow par- 
trempation and enumerated the disasters that would 
result if the Jews boycotted the Conference. Chief 
among the disasters was the loss of American sup- 
port. If they went, he said, they would be able 
io rescue thousands of Jews from the hell in 
which they were at present, and, given the possi- 
bility of three or four years’ work, they might 
also have the opportunity of taking the first steps 
towards establishing a Jewish State What they 
could achieve,. Dr. Weizmann declared, Was a 
Jewish State in a part of Palestine, and it was his 
duty to say that this was the maximum they could 
eapect 

The Mizrachi have decided by a large majority 
io vote against the Weizmann policy. 

Dr. Goldmann has said that he will not join 
the Executive unless it is authorised to. negotiate 
with the British Government at the London Con- 
ference. 

Ihe various Congress comrussions are now beng 
sel up 1 gather, from a meeting of Congress 
Sicering Commuttee, that there will be eight or ten 
of these commissions. Dr. Silver has been 
appointed Chairman of the Political Commission.

While poltical reports are being presented and 
official speeches being made at the plenary sessions 
of Congress; a conimuous struggle against the old 
Executive and for a new policy is being waged in 
the background Talks are sull going on, but at 
the moment the gulf seems unbridgable. 

Ihe Revisionists, as usual, are opposed to every- 
body clse at Congress and will fight the present 
Executive to the last. They may. even decide to 
support any candidate opposing Dr. Wiezmann. 
Lobby rumours say that they are ready to support 
the extreme Left, normally their bitterest enemies, 
using much the same argument as that adopted 
by the Communists in the Weimar Republic when 
they voted for Hitler on the ground that “ the worse 
the better, because that would bring the Revolution 
nearer 

In the past the Revisionists. often fehied for 
support on frustration and misfortune. Althoug 
they may have been partly right in one respect, 
it seems wrong.to try to build on a policy that 
depends on future catastrophes and musforiunes. 
Ihe Revisionists are now being accused by Congress 
of having created a decadent philosophy of hatred 
directed agaimst- the progressive sections of the 
Zionist Movement and against Britain. They refuse 
iO belheve any longer in progress and in humani- 
lanian principles, and think that the only method ol 
solving the Palestine problem is. by resorting to 
primitive force and physical violence. 

“ We need no arguments; batons are quite sufh- 
cient can stl hear these omimous 
issuing from the lips of a young Betar commander 
in 1933, involuntarily, we sometimes repeat words 
and ideas learned subconsciously from our most 
deadly enemies

The Revisionisis have also made political capital 
owt of the defensive actions of Hagana, which has 
never taken part in terrorist acuviuies.

before the United Nations, and he was not 
cnamoured with such a prospect. 

Dr. Goldmann made it clear that it would not go 
on record that partition was their political pro- 
ramme. Their political programme was Eretz 
Yisrael. Any proposal for partition to which they 
might agree with the Government should come 
before another Congress 

Mr. Moshe Shertok spoke late on the Thursday 
night, and assured Congress that if it decided to 
instruct the Executive to attend the London Pales- 
tine Conference on their behalf, whoever went 
would not be presiding over the liquidation of 
Zionism. 

“ Whoever goes will go to proclaim and defend 
our rights,’ he said. “ Whether we go or not, 
the programme of the Zionist Movement remains 
unchanged. We siand by our full claims.” 

Mr. Shertok said that binationalism might be an 
answer to the problem of Palestine if that were 
all which they were interested to solve. But bi- 
nationalism offered no solution at all to the prob- 
lem of the Jcwish people scattered all over the 
world without a country of their own and without 
statehood. and, moreover, would merely serve as a 
new cloak to disguise direct British rule in Palestine. 
He made it clear that if they did not get min- 
mum satisfaction their struggle. would go on. 


Yishut Not Murderous Monster 


Mr. Sheriok said that the Yishuy and the Zionist 
Movement could not and would not tolerate bemg 
misrepresented to the world as a murderous blood- 
thirsty monster or as a body of men and women 
ready to harbour without protest such a monster. 
Nor would they tolerate a group of Jews who 
had cut themselves off from the frame-work of 
national discipline, letting their fanaticism and per- 
verted political reasoning determine a_ disasirous 
course of events affecting the fate of an entire 
people. 

Mr. Grossman. he said, had wWeniified himself 
with certain people in Palestine. Those people in 
Palestine did not identity themselves with him, he 
added. They were not prepared to accept his 
authority or leadership. They kept ther own 
counsel. But naturally they would cash in on the 
compliments that had been paid to them .the pre- 
vious day trom that platform 

Ihe Unrted Revisionsts, Mr. Sheriok 
declared, had two alternatives open, to them within 
the Organisation—either to exert thew influence as 
far as it went with a view to prevailing upon thosc 
people to submit. to national discipline and accept 
all the far-reaching limitations and privileges which 
that involved, or to disavow them completcly: of 
the course open to them was to quit. Mr. Grossman 
should beware, he said, of playing with fire and 
he would be well advised to keep off that subject, 
at least in public...

Government's “ Disastrous Blunders 


They were all extremely anxious, Mr. Shertok 
continued, to avoid a conflict with the present 
regime, and always had been. But. it did not depend 
upon them. For the time being the British 
Government were proceeding along the path of 
the disastrous blunders which they had commited 
in 1939. and one blunder led to another. 

“It is my conviction,” he said, “ and the convic- 
tion Of my trends with whom I share the honour- 
able position of having been a detaince in _ the 
heart of Palestine, that our release came as a 
trmumph of the unity and firmness of the Yishuv. 
of the Zionist Movement. ”" (The last part of 
the sentence was drowned in the cheering that 
followed) 

Mr. Lous Segal, of America, mounted _ the 
rosisum to make a declaration on behalf of Mapai 
He wanted to know whether the New Zionist 
Organisation «had been dissolved. or alternatively 
whether all the United Zionist Revisionist delegates 
at that Congress had left the New Zionist Organisa- 
on. There were signs. he said, that the Revisionists 
intended to revert to their old tactics and noi io 
discipline themselves. He also alleged that the 
Revisionists in America were alining themselves 
with the, Bergson group and that they were helping 
them to collect moncy 

When he went on to accuse Mr. Grossman of 
having expressed support of the terrorists the pre- 
vious day and that he had threatened Congress, 
Mr. Grossman shouted: “ That 1s a he!” 

Pandemonium broke out, which the Chairman, 
Miss Zivia Lubetkin, was hopelessly unable to quell. 

* Withdraw, withdraw!” shouted the Revisionrsts, 
and remained standiffg, refusing to allow Mr. Segal 
to proceed. From the Labour benches came a 
counter-barrage of applause. 

And so Congress broke up ig utter confusion and 
disordes 


Professor Brodetsky’s Statement 


Professor Selig Brodetsky, speaking in Yiddish, 
said that in the near future the British people 
wouk!d teel ashamed of what was now being done 
in Palestine and outside Palestine in their name 

He was convinced that there was only one 
solution; and that was a State and not a new 
mandate or trusteeship 

he real question was, could they induce or 
force Great Britain to change her policy and 
actions. Some people were convinced that Great 
Britain did not want io solve the Palestine problem, 
but rather to use the Palestine situation for its 
own purposes. This meant entering into British 
foreign policy for which that was not the occasion. 
But he felt that this foreign policy was wrong and 
as a Britssh cituzen he had the right to say so 

He did not believe they could talk about co- 
operation with Britain at the moment. But he 
thought that if a settlement could be made with 
Great Britain, that would be vastly better than any 
obtained in any other way through Uno or other- 
wise 

it had been said that uf they went to the Con- 
ference, Britain would afterwards say that the Jews 
and the Arabs could not agree, and so they had 
decided to put forward their own policy.. Britain, 
he pointed out, could say this whether they weni 
to the Conference or nol. 

Perhaps the most important consideration was 
that by not going to the Conference the icadership 
would fall not wo the hands of responsible 


leaders of the Jewish people but into the hands of 
irresponsible groups in Palestine. 

it had been suggested, he went on. that Briinsh 
Jews were not opposing the Government polny 
because of the embarrassment caused to them i» 
their country. That was not truc. British Jewry 
stood for the whole Jewish people. British Jewry 
had carried out Herzi’s injunction of winning over 
the community, and as President of the Jewrsh 
Board of Deputies he would say that that body. 
representing the whole of the British Jewish 
Community, had adopted a firm policy of suppor: 
ing the Agency and of opposing the Goveromen: 
policy. 

He protested against the recent appearance of 
Prof, Smertenko in England. 

He strongly condemned Mr. Grossman's 
iastic idea of a Jewish provisional Governmem 
Where would such a Government be located. he 
asked. Any country harbouring it would become 
an enemy of Great Britain. 


Political Centre Must be in Britain 


He also disagreed with the view expressed by 
Mr. Neumann that the political centre of Zionism 
should be somewhere outside British territory 
They must fight hardest at the very centre of 
opposition, and if this was London, then Londo 
was a place in which the struggle should be. the 
hardest 

Among those who took part in the further dehate 
was another member of the Exccutive, Dr. Moshe 
Sneh

Grossman made a statement in which he categorr 
cally denied using the expressions that had been 
attrrbuted to him by Mr. Segal. What he actually 
said meant that unless the Congress, im its 
decisions, did not take into consideration the 
changing conditions and new torces, developments 
night upset many of the decisions. 


Balfour Declaration Discarded > 


Dr. Bernard Joseph said the position to-day was 
that the British Government had apparently turned 
its back on the Balfour Declaration and ihey musi 
seck some way to restore the posiion or fo hind 
other ways of going on with their work. 

Referring to the question of attendance at the 
London Conference, Dr Joseph said that thew 
experience with the Anglo-American Commission 
did not lend encouragement to their going to. the 
London Conterence if they decided to attend 
this so-called cenference, n would be because they 
considered it practically advantageous to make 
another effort to find a way out of the impasse. 
He. personally, did not feel very optimistic about i. 

Dr. Joseph said he unreservedly condemned the 
terrorist acts in Palestine, saying that murder was 
murder whoever was the vicim. Anarchy was the 
greatest danger to their life im Palestine. 

Ihe debate was continued on Sunday, when, 
among other speakers, Mr. William B. Ziff, a 
Revisionist, who is the author of *' The Rape ol 
Palestine.” which was banned by the Brush and ts 
forbidden in Palestine, made a militant speech 
attacking Britain. He denounced the panic 
politics " of those who feared the might of Britam, 
and accused British officials of anti-Semitism. He 
called for resistance. The British, he said, under- 
stood force, and if the Jews fought for thew nghis, 
the British would respect them. If the Jewish 
situation was had, he went on, so was that ol 
the British. The sole purpose of law, Mr. Ziff 
concluded, was justice, peace, and securtiy for all 
men. Any deviation was not law but oppression 
and terror. 

Rabbi Isracl Goldstein declared that there was 
no danger. as had been asserted, of public officials 
in America washing their hands of the Palestine 
problem as long as five million American citizens 
did not wash theirs of the problem. He advocated 
a strong branch of the Zionist Executive in 
America and said that readiness tor exercise 0) 
physical resistance was necessary as the ultimate 
price of the birth or rebirth of a nation. American 
public opinion understood and supporied Hagana 
lt was their task to enlighten public opimeon 
America over the difference between disciplined 
self-defence and the anarchic terrorism of! 
assassins, who were also the potential assassins of 
their Jewish brothers and the potential saboteurs 
of Jewish Palestine. 

Windwe up for the opposition, Dr. Siiver apain 
urged Congress not to agree to attend the Londen 
( onference 

Dr. Stephen Wise, replying fo Fxecutive 
appealed tor a decision m favour of attending ihe 
Conference. “ The White Paper must go, and go 
at once,” he declared. “ That is going to con- 


stitute the first step in the London Confterenee 
procedure.” 

Going to the Conference, he added, did. mot com- 
mit them to the decisions that mich b:

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They would accept no decision that did not involve 
a return to the Balfour Declaration. 

“If out of the Conference there does not emeige 
a Jewish State in Palestine, the World Zionist 
Organisation will out of hand reject any and every 
decision of the Conference,” he stated. 

Mr. David Ben Gurion, Chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, supported the scheme for par- 
tion. A smaller part of Palestine under exclusively 
Jewish control was, he said. preferable to a larger 
part under British or Arab control. He cited the 
example of what had happened in Transijordan as 


When Dr. Weizmann rose to reply to the political 
debate, he was greeted with applause oat bene 
with “Shehecheyonu. The present struggle, he 
said, was due to the world giving a different inter- 

retation from theirs to the Balfour Declaration. 

t had been the case from the beginning and 
would continue; nevertheless they would go on with 
their work. * We have no need to be ashamed of our 
achievements,” he declared 

When discussing partition, he went on, it had 
to be remembered thai when the Royal Com- 
mission proposed that step, the whole of the Jewish 
people felt that that was something new. Whether 
they were tactically right or wrong was another 
matter 

He revealed that an important’ Cabinet Com- 
mittce appointed by Mr. Churchill's Government 
had studied the Palestine problem and had sug- 
gested a Jewish State in part of Palestine. That 
proposal died with Lord Moyne and the plan was 
dropped. 


Zionist Work Empirical 


“ Our work,” said Dr. Weizmann, “ is empirical. 
We proceed by trial and error. There can be no 
success without experiments some of which may 


fail. Failure may hit us harder than others, but 
that is no reason for embarking on adventures. 
Our work consists of placing stone upon stone. 


" There is little value in making speeches about 
resistance, especially when the speeches are made 
in New York ' 

“ Palestine is unfortunately a small country and 
Congress cannot ignore the existence of the Arabs 
with whom we must live. We cannot, and have 
no wish to try and expel them. Arabs, as well as 
Jews, do not want to be a minority, whatever 
assurances might be given of equal rights All 
this poinis to partition.” 

Dr. Weizmann then said that he would like to 
repeat what he always told his Mizrachi frichds 
about a Jewish State if part of Palestine: ** We 
mortals must do our work and leave the realisalion 
of Biblical promises to the Messiah.” 

Referring to the political reorientation proposals, 
Dr. Weizmann agreed that ut was difficult to work 
with the British, but, he added, there was no 
evidence that any other countries were anxious to 
take on the job of building the Jewish National 
Home. “lt was a mistake to think that America 
would go to extremes in putting pressure on 
Britain. In the recent conversations, he said, it 
was not Byrnes who was convincing Bevin, but, as 
far as his evidence went, the case was vice versa 

After pleading with them not to gamble with 
their work, Dr Weizmann referred to Dr. Sneh's 
= Silver's remarks about resistance 
Resistance, he pointed out, was indivisible; nobody 
knew how “nd where it would end. .At present Dr. 
Silver was promising only political and moral 
support tor resistance which could only take place 
in Palestine. “ Political and moral support is very 
little when if 1s a question pf encouraging others 
mount barricades,’ Di commented 

Ahad Ha’am’s Warning 

He recalled that im the glorious dawn of Zionist 
hope, they had been warned by Achad Ha‘am that 
the Jews had been promised a National Home in 
Palestine and not Palestine as a National Honie. 
“it is a mistake to provoke this rejoinder, which is 


imvariably made by the outside world wheneve: 
the question 1s raised. he siated.- 
He was not convinced, he said, by Dr. Sreh's 


argument that Britain had definitely turned against 
Zionism, and again recalled his remarks about the 
Cabinet's war-time resolution favourmg partition 
What might suggest the liquidation of Zionism to 
some British people, he warned, was terrorism in 
Palestine, which was a profound political mistake 
[It was. in addition. immoral and might eventually 
poison Jewish lite 
“Speaking to you at. the age of 73, and 
probably, like Stephen Wise, for the last ume, | 
warn you not fo let this terror grow hke a cancer, 
lest it destroy all we have built.” Dr. Weizmann 
declared amid great applause 
Turning to Mr. Emanuel Neumann, . who 
shouted * Demagogue ™ from the floor when Dr. 
Weizmann criticised Dr. Silver's arguments about 
resistance, he cried: ““ I am one of those who have 
speni their lives working for the Zionist cause, and 
there 1s a drop of my biood in every house im 
This brought the whole audience to 
feet in a storm of cheering. “Il warn you once 
more against false prophets,” he continued. “ We 
grew up in a liberal age which has disappeared 
But although the present age may be brutal, it docs 
not follow that Jews should adopt brutal methods.” 
He added that comparisons with Ireland and the 
OcrsS wer misleading, since those peoples were 
settled on their own lands. and had only to expel 
the British.

But Refugees Forcibly Sent to 
Cyprus 


The President of the Vaad Leumi, Mr. Isaac 
Ben-Zvi, accompanied by Rabbi Goldman, repre- 
senting the Chief Rabbinate, called on Air-<Com- 
modore Dawson, Officer Commanding the Levant 
Group of the R.A.F., and conveyed to him the 
thanks of the Yishuv and the national institutions 
for the noble aid given to the Jews stranded on 
Syrina 

Mr, Ben-Zvi asked Air-Commodore Dawson to 
convey their thanks separatcly to each of the 
Officers and other ranks who were engaged in that 
difficult task 

Air-Commodore Dawson replied that the rescue 
action was carried out gladly and with the utmost 
300d will in accordance with the tradition of the 

AA.F to rush aid in every disaster 

A spokesman of the Jewish Agency declired that 
the Executive appreciated the humane assistance 
extended by the Palestine Government, the Navy, 
and the R.A.F., to those stranded on Syrina, as 
as well as the Government's readiness to admit to 
Palestine the sick and the women and children 

The Yishuv’s thanks to ‘the Greek Government 
for. the help given to the refugees was conveyed 
by cable to the Greek Premier by Mr. Isaac Ben 
Zvi, who sent a message of heartfelt gratitude to 
the Government and people, and particularly to 
the officers and men of the destroyers Aegeo and 
Themuistocles “for their outstanding humanitarian 
rescue work, in splendid conformity with the Greek 
nation’s glorious tradition.”

Stating that they had been promised they would 
be taken to Palestine when they were taken off 
the island, they told Cyprus camp leaders who 
spoke to them that they would not disembark, and 
when further efforts by Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee officials were likewise ineffective, tear gas 
bombs were hurled at them, and steel-helmeted 
marines, sailors. and troops escorted them ashore 
from the tank landing craft on which they had 
arrived from Crete. 

Referring to this regretiable episode, a Jewish 
Agency spokesman described the Government 
attitude im refusing to permit the entry to Pales- 
tine of the entire transport, instead of only. the 


- women and children, as an example of the Govern- 


ment’s niggardliness when tt does finally make 
concessions. Much of the good will that had been 
garnered had thus not been exploited, he said 

Representations were made by the temporary 
Jewish Agency Executive in Palestine to the Chief 
Secretary to allow the- men among the 
refugees, as well as the women and children, to 
proceed immediately to Palestine. Their plea was 
supported by members of the Jewish Agency in 
London, who- approached the Colonial Office. The 
Agency was informed that ut could include the 
males {of whom there are about 350) in the next 
iransport of refugees from Cyprus to Palestine 

[he Cyprus detainees. are being transferred to 
Palestine at the rate of 750 a month, and the 
Government decision means that the Agency can 
include the 350 in the next quota. No decision has 
yet been made as to whether priority will be given 
io the Syrina survivors, or whether they will have 
take their turn 


16-YEAR-OLD TERRORISI

NEW HOMES FOR 
REFUGEES ? 
Inter-Governmental Committee's 
Hopeful Report

Advice to countries mm need of new immigrants to

Mr. McNeil expressed regret 
that Russia had withdrawn trom the Committee, 
and said it was-hoped that a way would eventually

Sir Herbert Emerson said that the Preparatory 
Commission for 1.R.O. would start work as soon 
as cight members signed the constitution, and would 
come mto actual operation when 15 Governments 
signed Ihey assumed that 1.R.0. would ,be in 
action by June 30

The 
Polish Government had deeply understood the help 
given to Jewish refugees, which was certainly within 
the work of the Committee, and his Government 
appreciated the tragic fate of these Jews and the

YUGOSLAV JEWISH RENAISSANCE 
Rebuilding a Shattered Life 


Ry Maurice Pearlman 


Br December 1946 


The Jews of Yugoslavia are a shattered com- 
munity, and, like the Yugoslavs themselves. suffe ed 
@gantic losses in the war. But. again like the 
Yugoslavs, they have pulled themselves together 
with remarkable energy and organising skill, and 
are well on the way to reconstructing the material 
side of their broken lives. 

in this, they are ercatly assisted by the helpful 
atutude of the Yugoslav Government and the 
friendliness of the people. Both Government 
and people are, | have found, far less anti-Jewish 
than in any other country | have vistied so far 
on my tour of Europe and the Balkans. Not only 
are there rigid laws carrying heavy penalties for 
anti-Semitism, but there ts im fact slintat no racial 
discrimination in Yugoslavia to-day 

Before the war Yugoslav Jewry numbered 75,000, 
with an additional 5,000 immigrants from neigh- 
hourme lands mmmediately before the outbreak of 
hostiliues. The total Jewish population to-day is 
12.394 Ninety per cent of those who have not 
returned perished at the hands of the Ustashi, the 


liahans, and the Germans. Some managed to 
escape. to Italy and Palestine. Of the survivors, 
many were im concentration camps or tought in 


the partisan armies 


Yugoslav Jewry was roughly two-thirds 
Ashkenazi and one-third Sefardi. The Ashkenazim 
came mostly from North-Eastern Serbia and 


Vojvodina. while the Sefardim were largely centred 
in Macedonia and Bosnia. The bulk of them 
spoke Serbo-Croat. Some Hungarian was spoker 
in. Vojvodina, which borders on Hurry, and 
Macedonian | Cross between Bule n and 
Serbian—in Macedonia. Some of the Ashkenaz m 
spoke in Yiddish, and some of the Sefardim spoke 
in Ladino. There are few in Yugoslavia to-day 
who speak cither Yiddish or Ladino. 


A Long History 


Documentary records in Belgrade museums show 
that Yugoslav Jewry has a lone history. Jews hved 
in Belerade in Roman times, and archeological 
excavations round Skople have revealed a syna- 
goeue in what was the old pre-Christian Greck 
city of Stob And the famous Haggada of 
Serajevo is regarded as one of the finest examples 
of historic wish publications 

The social structure of the Jews was not umform 


throughout the country Ihey were on the whole 
better off in the north than in the south. In 
Serbia and Croatia they were mostly shopkeepers. 
merchants. and professional men. [In Bosma and 
Macedonia many were artsans and unskilled 
labourers 

Antir-Senmutism was never virulent in Yugoslavia, 


and until the advent of Hitler there was no sign of 
it in Yugoslav public life. In the few years before 


Croatian Jewry. The rest of the Jews, principally 
women and children, they sent to Germany, wher: 
most of them also perished. 

The surviving Jews are to-day distributed amone 
more than 55 organised commun‘tics, constituting 
the national Federation of Jewish Communi ics 
The President of the Federation is Dr. Friedrich 
pope. a noted lawyer and a former mayor o} 
Belgrade, who was also the pre-war presidem. He 
was sheltered by friends in Belgrade througchow 
the occupation. One of the Vice-Presidents is 
Dr. Herbert Vajs. also an outs'anding lawyer, who 
was one of the official Yugoslav Government dele- 
gates to Nuremberg, and who helped to prepare 
the Yugoslav indictment against war criminals and 


organisations. 
Almost all the Jews have lost  everything- 
families, homes, property, businesses, and have 


had to start life afresh. Many are in State employ- 
ment, both in the Civil Service and State enter- 
prises, Some have resumed their former vocations 
as shopkeepers, artisans, lawyers, doctors. 


Restitution and Revival 


Practically a Jewish movable property was 
looted by the Nazi occupants, and much of the rea! 
estate was dest royed or damaged by bombing o 


in the fighting. On the whole, Jewish survivors 
have found little difficulty im recovering then 
habitable real estate. Restitution laws function 


better than in most European countries. Formalities 
are sometimes complicated, but there are on the 
whole few Jewish complaints. Where a Jewish 
community has been re-established, restitution of 
communal property has aiso been made. Where 
a community has been wiped out, the Government 
has promised to hand over the communal property 
to the Federation. The question of what ts to be 
dane with the property of Jews who have perished 
without heirs is still undecided. It ts at presen 
administered by the State. 

With the almost total loss of personal posses 
sions, poverty is widespread among Yugoslay 
Jewry. <A job, for those fit. to work, can pay tor 
their rent and food. But they have no reserves 
for buving clothing, furniture, or for mecting 
current expenses. Help is given by the American 
Jom. Distribution Commuttee, which operaics 
through the Autonomous Relief Committee for 
Yugoslavia. It makes cash grants, disiributes food 
and clothing, provides medical services, maintains 
old-age homes. orphanages, and a Jewrsh hospital. 
But for “Joint” help. Yugoslav Jews could not 
have begun to rebuild their broken hives. They 
look forward to the tume when they can develop 
on their own. They have already started a sysiem 
of voluntary sclf-taxation, but this docs not cove:

AWAITING THE BASLE 
DECISION 


Mr. Byrnes and Cyprus

American Jewry’s attention is solidly and closely 
centred this week on the Basle Congress. Great 
anxicty is expressed lest the apparent unity with 
which the American delegation embarked tor 
Europe be dissipated through internal wrangling.

The State Department has given further expres- 
sion to the hope that deportauon of Jews irom 
Haita to Cyprus and other camps will cease. This 
comes in the torm of a letter in answer lo a pica 
by the Agudas Isracl World Organisauon. The 
request made by the Agudas Pres.deni, Mi Jacvo 
Rosenhem, declared: “ The situation in Palestine 
is extremely tense, and irreparable catastrophes can 
be averted by a conciliatory step by Britain, hous- 
ing the immigrants in camps on Palestiman soil 
instead of deporung them lo ove.crowded C ypi ud. 
You will be aware that our independent non-Zionist 
organisauion. of Orthodox Jews is moved in this 
plea exclusively by considerauons of honest concern 
for the re-establishment of peace in Palestine and 
not by any politcal affinity of Zionist aspirations. 

Mr. Loy W. Henderson, Director of Near Eastern 
and African Affairs, has replied on behalt of Mr. 
Byrnes: “* The Department of State has been follow- 
ing all aspects of the highly complex problem of 
Palestine. in. deiail and has noied the partucular 
case to which you refer with concern for humani- 
tarian reasons.

A mass “ people's conference” to mobilise

RESTITUTION IN AUSTRIA 
Chancellor Denies * Slow-Motion’ 

Charge 


Statements made in the forcign press, and also 
by Austrian Jews, alleging slowness and hesitancy 
on the part of the Austrian Government in restor- 
ing property stolen from Jews by the Nazis, were 
denied by the Austrian Chancellor, Herr Leopold 
Fig!, in an interview last weck 

‘Such rumours and statements,” he said, “ are 
inspired by political circles which seek to discredit 
Ausina abroad. The political figures behind the 
scenes of such demonstrations do no service to 
the just claims of Austrian Jews to restitution. 
The policy of the Austrian Government demon- 
strates that we reject and combat not only Nazism 
but also anti-Semitism as one of its roots. | will 
constantly support al! efforts to combat the rem- 
mant of anti-Semitism, and obviously will also 
back the efforts of the Jewish Community in this 
direction.” 

Laws which had already been issued, and the 
newly drafted restitution acts which, he said, had 
been prepared in consultation with Jewish leaders, 
would meet the demands for restitution of stolen 
property within the means of the Austrian State 
and the limitations of the Government's authority. 

(The Jewish Community has been highly critical 
of the restitution laws, which. it says. do not meet 
Jewish demands. According to figures recenily 
issued by the Vienna Jewish Community Counci 
only 35 Jewish-owned homes have been returne 
of the 1,000 for which application has been made. 
There were 65,000 Jewish-owned homes and apart- 
ments in Vienna before the Anschluss.) 

The Chancellor urged Austrian Jews not to hold 
the present Austrian democratic Government 
sesponsible for their sufferings under the Nazi 
regime. They should not consider themselves as 
strangers in Austria, but should collaborate as good 
Austrians in the reconstruction of the common 
Fatherland. He promised that he and the Govern- 
ment would create the necessary conditiom “or such 
participabon. 

‘ He would weicome, he added, the retum of 
Jewish refugees. “1 shall be happy if good 
Austrians take it upon themselves to come back 
to the heavily burdened Fatherland and toke a 
positive, active part im the difficult reconstruction 
of Austria,” he declared “The best proct of 
Austria’s attitude on the Jewish question is that the 
Jews who fied to Austria from a number of 
European States and resided here as displaced per- 
gons, now seek to obiain Austrian citizenship.” 

Chancellor Figl concluded by reiterating: “ | am 
determined to support the Austrian Jewish clams 
for restitution for matcrial damages sufiered under 
the Hitler regime.”

Witnesses at the trial in Hamburg of 16 former 
personne!l—men and women—at the women's 
concentration camp at Ravensbriick last week 
described how 15 aged Hungarian Jewesses, all 
very ill, were put into the same building as the 
insane. Ten days later, all were dead. 7 

Evidence given at the trial showed that over 
00,000 women who passed through the camp were 

unaccounted for.” Between 3,000 and 7,000 
women were gassed The Nazis themselves 
described the camp as.the “ Women’s Hell.” 

A 23-year-old Jewish vicum from the worst of 
all the concentration camps, Auschwitz, told the 
Nuremberg war crimes court this week how he 
had been sterilised and castrated by Nazi doctors. 
The youth's name was suppressed by the court. 

“1 was chosen with 20 other boys, picked alpha- 
betically, to be sterilised,” he said. “I was un- 
dressed and put before an X-ray machine fo: 20 
minutes. It was very painful. Then | was torced 
to go back to work immediately. A fortnight later 
I was taken back and castrated.” Asked whether 
any of the youths with him were still alive, he 
replied, “ Very few are still alive.” 

His evidence was given to support other evidence 
showing that the German doctors, Headed by the 
23 now on trial, were seeking a cheap and easy 
method of sterilising all “ undesirables.” 


LEON BLUM-—THRICE PREMIER 


M. Léon Blum, France's veteran Socialist leader, 
last weck became, for the third time, his country's 
Prime Minister. He is forming a stop-gap “ care- 
taker Government. 

At the age of 74, he has been called, as 
in 1936 and 1938, to act as his country’s political 
leader: but the years between—the war years—were 
for him a tme of suffering At the order of the 
Nazis he was placed of trial, in Riom, on a charge 
of “war guilt.”” By his feariess and vigorous delence, 
be turned the tables on his Quisling accusers.

For many years past, ever since the first world 
war, the Canadian Government has maintained a 
“ closed-door © policy on immigration Ai the 
height of the Nazi terror, when refugees were 
frantically clamouring for admittance, only a mere 
dribble was permitted to enter it therefore. 
surprising that. the Government has now made 
provision for the entry of 4,000 Polish members 
of General Anders’s Arm 

The first batch of 1,700 arrived a few wecks 
ago, to the accompaniment of a splendid “ build- 
up” in the newspapers. Their bravery, exploits, 
genuine love for Canadian democracy and liberal 
ideas, and so on, have been the subject of public 
acclaim 

Not being Jews, their chances, apparently, were 
good, and being Catholics, they passed | acid 
test of Quebec scrutiny. lronically enough, Jewish 
citizens who have lived here for many years and 
have integrated themselves into the fabric of 
Canadian life are still knocking at the doors of the 
immicration department for admittance of their 
kinsfolk.

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BRITISH - ZIONIST 
RELATIONS 


THE Political Debate at the Zionist Congress, which was 
concluded by Dr. Weizmann’s moving address.on Monday 
might, revealed a conflict between two points of view on 
British-Zionist relations. Rabbi Silver and Dr. Sneh 
expounded the thesis that Great Britain already has a fixed 
and immovable intention to reject all Zionist claims out of 
hand, ‘so that nothing was to be gained by negotiations or 
contact, and Zionism had no other task than to stand as 
“a block of resistance” in the path of its adversaries. 
Against this morbid defeatism Dr. Weizmann and his 
supporters advocated the search for a new basis of agree- 
ment with Britain as the prelude to a new era in Zionist 
progress. They urged that if the bridges of alliance between 
Great Britain and Zionism have been virtually destroyed 
the task of Jewry is to rebuild them, and not to stand by 
contemplating the debris. 


It required all the courage of statesmanship for Dr. 
Weizmann to enter the arena at a time when denunciation 
of British policy was at its height to remind his audience 
that no other alliance would have enabled Zionism to 
proceed as far as it has; nor is there any partnership in 
prospect which would compensate for the irrevocable loss 
o! the British connection. [It is. unfortunate. that the 
prophets of gloom could illustrate their thesis of anta- 
gonism with so many harsh episodes, while Dr. Weizmann 
and his supporters could have recourse only to indomitable 
faith, which deserves better than it has received at the 
hands of British policy in Palestine. They were able— 
with justice-—to point out how rarely British foreign policy 
attaches itself to extreme counsels, and how little it is 
enamoured of suppression when confronted by a genuine 
national sentiment 


In recent days the Press of this country has reflected «a 
growing tendency to urge solutions which make provision 
fo, the expression of Jewish as weil as Arab national 
sentiment. The task is uphill; the atmosphere of recent 
months will not easily be dissipated. In a sense it requires 
greater courage to take up the burden again than to seek 
an emotional outiet in the slogans of resistance—-a word 
which would have had less appeal at Congress if its 
practical consequences were envisaged more clearly. 

It is impossible at this juncture to say which of these 
two voices will prevail when the story of the 22nd Congress 
is written and sealed. But there can be no doubt that the 
issue is Of Momentous importance; and no one who is not 
blinded by the rancours and bitterness of recent months 
will doubt that the hard road to salvation lies through 
industry and perseverance, and not through militarist 
adventures. Congress will rise to the challenge of its 
opportunity if it accepts Dr. Weizmann’s warning against 
“ false prophets whose teachings clash with Jewish tradition 
and endanger all that we have achieved.” 

he policies which are affected by this conflict concern 
Jewish participation at the forthcoming Palestine Con- 
ference and the willingness of Jewish representatives to 
support compromise proposals. It would be disastrous if 
Dr. Weizmann’s advice on both these questions were not 
emphatically endorsed. | The indications are that during the 
past week the views of the moderates have gained some 
ascendancy over the counsels of non-cooperation advocated 
with considerable gusto by Rabbi Silver. Although. the 
Mizrachi, by a majority vote, have decided to oppose Dr. 
Weizmann’s policy, it would appear likely that Congress 
will finally endorse his policy of negotiation. Therefore. 
the leading parties in Congress, and especially the Labour 
group led by Mr. Ben-Gurion, would be well advised to 
grant Dr. Weizmann the full authority necessary for his 
arduous task. It is devoutly to be hoped that Congress 
will be guided by intellect rather than emotion, and will be 
faithful to its immediate task of saving the Jewish remnant 
and restoring stable relations between the Zionist Move- 
ment and Great Britain. 


THE ADULT’S CHANCE 


A VERY hearty welcome deserves to be accorded. the 
Extension Courses in Jewish subjects which, under the 
auspices of the University of London and on the initiative 
of Jews College, are announced to begin next month. 
four evening courses, each comprising ten weekly lectures, 
will be held at the College from January to March. The 
subjects have been arranged according to a eomprchensive 
pian, and embrace some of the more important aspects 
of Jewish knowledge. Speakers of distinction and authority 
will lecture on “ Philosophy of the Jewish Religion,” 
“ Jewish History,” “ The Jews in the Modern World,” and 
“Hebrew Literature.” The syllabuses, which combine 
scholarship with wide general interest and appeal, have 
received the approval of the University’s mdependent 
academic experts. bach of the courses will be Kept to a 


different evening, and at the end of every lecture a period 
will be devoted to discussion. For students who desire it, a 
University certificate, based on a written examination at 
the end of each course, will be awarded. All this, more- 
over, is intended only as a beginning. If this initial effort 
meets with the success which it deserves, it is proposed, in 
later sessions, to start longer courses extending to 24 
lectures each, and to introduce additional subjects such as 
“ Jewish Apologetics ~ and “ Jewish Social Ideals ~ 


[his admirable scheme of Jewish adult education owes 
its original inception to the recommendations of a sub- 
committee appointed by the Council of Jews’ College early 
this year. It seemed to the sub-committee that the scheme 
had a direct bearing. on the position of the Jewish 


Ministry, with which, of course, the College is more par- 


ticularly concerned. The lack of Jewish knowledge on the 
part of the average layman imposes an impossible burden 
on the Minister. General ignorance and indifference 
among his flock often deprive the Minister of any effective 
means of contact for the delivery of his religious message. 
Without lay understanding and collaboration, the work of 
the Ministry is rendered discouraging and even futile, and 
it is little wonder that the profession does not attract 
recruits as it should. Accordingly, the sub-committee 
defined the aim of these University Extension Courses as 
being “to raise a generation of lay leaders equipped with 
the requisite knowledge of Judaism that would make them 
capable .of assisting the Minister in his almost single- 
handed struggle for the religious, moral, and cultural 
advancement of the Community, and of collaborating with 
him in communicating the ideals of Judaism even outside 
the confines of the Synagogue ~ 


The decision to undertake such “ Extension work 
shows a true appreciation of present-day needs, and should 
help to promote wider and more fruitful relationships 
between Jews College and Anglo-Jewry as a whole, to 
the mutual benefit of both. The modern demarcation 
between minister and layman is really a conception foreign 
to the spirit of Judaism, which stresses Israel's universal 
priesthood as “a kingdom of priests and a holy nation.” 
Moreover, anything in the nature of obscurantism is 
entirely removed from the Jewish idea of religion. Hence, 
this association of Jews’ College and London University 
in the service of the whole community is a venture of the 
highest significance. It may be the first step in the develop- 
ment of the College from a merely theological seminary 
into “a kind of Jewish University,” for which its Director 
of Studies recently pleaded 

Something of the increased status of the College is 
reflected also in the néws which we reported last week of 
fhe formation in Manchester of an influential committee 
to act as “ Friends of Jews’ Coliege.” It is good to know 
that the College's financial needs, without which its work 
cannot be maintained, are thus winning a greater measure 
of support. In the Metropolis, the United Synagogue and 
the Sefardi Community are among the bodies which have 
agreed to make contributions towards the cost of the new 
Extension Courses. London University and the students 
themselves—-who, we are sure, will not be slow to enrol— 
will take their proper share of the financial burden. It is 
to be hoped that other. organisations, such as _ the 
Federation of Synagogues, will remember that Jews’ 
College is the only Jewish theological seminary left in 
Europe, with concomitant responsibility, and that they will 
also play a worthy part in sharing the material expenses of 
this great cultural and spiritual endeavour. 


THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


For some while a proposal has been under consideration for 
a change in the name of the Jewish Board of Guardians, but it 
would now seem to have been finally rejected, since, at a special 
meeting held recently. to discuss this matter, when equal votes 
were recorded on both sides, the Chairman gave his casting vote 
against it. It js notdifficult to understand the feeling which has 
influenced the desire for a change. The word “ Guardians ” has 
a somewhat early-Victorian ring about it—reminiscent of the 
time when the Board was founded—and is associated in many 
minds with the now superseded term the Poor Law. Modern 
alterations in the sociological and psychological outlook of the 
British people have brought not a few changes of nomenclature, 
as, for example, the supersession of “ Poor Relief” by ~ Public 
Assistance ™ and of “lunatic asylum” by “ mental hospital.” 
Accordingly, it was felt by some that the use of the word 


“ Welfare would better represent, in modern parlance, the real 


scope of the Board's activities. Indeed, it was urged that that 
term would give a truer description of the changing functions 
of the Board, which is a pioneer body with ever-broadening 
fields of work. Arguments adduced against any change included 
the high cost of obtaining Parliamentary sanction and the 
possible loss of support from old contributors and supporters. 
It was also stressed that it was hardly worth while spending 
time and money on such a debatable issue, since the Board's 
work and the spirit in which it was conducted were, after all, 
of far more importance than its precise name. There would 
appear to be considerable force in this contention, and, con- 
sidering that opinion was so evenly divided, the President. Lord 
Justice Cohen, took a wise course in giving his casting vote for 
the maintenance of the status quo. Tradition and sentiment 
rightly count for much in Jewish affairs. Provided the Board 
continues to be inspired by its old-time Rachmanut—and, 
significantly enough, Rachmonem is its telegraphic address— 
it may expect to become a centre for work of ever-expanding 
usefulness and importance. Yet perhaps it is a pity that the 
Board cannot be associated in the public mind with some 
Hebrew title, since terms such as Rachmanut and .Gemiiut 
Chasadim have none of the somewhat cold significance of 
“charity” and cannot be adequately rendered in English. 


HUMAN RIGHTS 


THe subject of fundamental human rights has recently been 
exercising the attention of religious men of all creeds. In the 
House of Lords recently, the Archbishop of York initiated 
a discussion regarding the adequate protection of the civil and 
religious rights of munorities in different lands. Remarking 
that religious minorities were exposed to a special peril, 
particularly when their religion was associated with their race, 
he poimted out that full religious freedom implied more than 
mere freedom of worship and teaching within an actual 
building. The Archbishop argued for a Charter or Bill of 
Human Rights, which would express a standard to which 
civilised nations were expected to conform. The Earl of Perth, 
presenting a Roman Catholic point of view, supported the 
Archbishop's plea, and it is noteworthy that both were con- 
cerned about the persecution of Christians no less than of 
Jews—so evident is it now that anti-Semitism is only a particu- 
lar manifestation of hostility to general human and spiritual 
values. In reply, the Lord Chancellor said that tolerance was 
not only the essence of democracy but the essence of civilisa- 
tion. He declared that the Government [as evidenced by 
the British delegate’s speech at Uno] strongly supported the 
proposed Charter of international human rights and the 
creation of effecttve machinery for. its enforcement by the 
United Nations, On the same day as this Parliamentary debate, 
the Council of Christians and Jews held its annual mecting. 
Anti-Semitism, said the Archbishop of Canterbury at this 
gathering, was a poison which went to the very foundations 
of civilised living-together between members of a society. In 
this expression of opinion he was supported by Mr. Richard 
O'Sullivan, K.C., who represented the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Westminster, and other Christian representatives. Yet one or 
two of the speakers seemed reluctant fully to endorse the spirit 
or the Archbishop's plea that it was unjust, to put upon all 
Jewry the responsibility for outrages by Palestinian terrorists 
—which onlv goes to show how difficult it is, owing to 
obstinate misunderstanding and age-iong prejudice, to ensure 


that Jews should share fully in the common rights of mankind. | 


CATHOLICS AND “ BLOOD LIBEL” 

THERE seems no end to the use to which the infamous and 
immoral “ blood libel” is put as a means of meciting il-feciing 
against the.Jews. In spite of numberiess authoritative refuta 
tions and disproofs, the vile thing has been reproduced time 
after time during the past few centuries, leading, on many 
unhappy occasions, to an. actual shedding of blood—the blood 
ot Jews, however, in pogroms by those of other faiths. Foul 


little anti-Semitic pamphleteers, with minds distorted, have no. 


compunction whatever in resuscitating the atrocious libel, and 
one grows almost used to their incorrigible aberrations. But 
it is quite a. different thing when responsible members 
of a great Church descend, apparently deliberately, to the 
cultivation of the unclean myth, largely, it must be suspected, 
as a political weapon, with the Jews (and their weltare) as a 
matter of secondary or even no concern. li is not long since 
protests were voiced most vigorously over the Kicice pogrom 
in Poland, where the first step in murder was the spreading 
of the false “blood” accusation, And now it recurs in 
Poland, fomented, according to our Warsaw Correspondent’s 
report, by some’ Roman Catholic priests, members of the Jesuit 
Order. They have not scrupled to use a church building in 
which to display a faked relic alleged to be the mummified 
body of a child “ killed (300 years ago) by the Jews.” What 
purpose can there be in such wickedness? It must surely be 
known to the Catholic ecclesiastical authorities in Poland that 
the highest dignitaries of the Church have condemned in no 
uncertain terms this monstrous “ritual murder” accusation, 
Surely the users of this form of “ propaganda ” cannot desire 
to give credence to the allegation sometimes brought against 
their Order of subscribing to the notorious doctrine that ™ the 
end justifies the means"! If the Church has a quarrel with 
the Polish Government, on political or religious grounds, or 
both, it is hardly likely to have its reputation enhanced or its 
cause defended by its servants employing the method of baiting 
an innocent—and long-suffering—people, who are placed in 
mortal danger in consequence, They would seem to be wilfully 
blind to the fundamental immorality of conduct which so ill 
accords with their Christian professions. 


*“ HEBREW FOR ALL” 

Ir is gratifying to be able to record this week remarkable 
indications of the progress of the modern Hebrew renaissance, 
In any consideration of its more recent development, one can 
never be unmindful of its eternal root and foundation in the 
literature of the Bible and Synagogue. Hebrew and religion 
combine to form essential and complementary aspects of the 
Jewish teaching given to our children in the Synagogue, the 
Talmud Torah, and other classes. The co-ordination of these 
classes into the Central and London Boards for Jewish Religious 
Education was a courageous undertaking which is already 
justifying itself. At the fourth central prize distribution of 
the London Board, held last Sunday, the crowded gathering 
testified to the growing interest of parents and children alike. 
On the same day, under the auspices of the Central Council, the 
“ Hebrew-for-All " movement held its third annual convention 
in London. The Rev. Joseph Halpern, the courses’ director, 
was able to report further great progress. Started under diffi- 
cult war-time conditions, these correspondence courses have now 
attracted: over three thousand students from this country and 
overseas. It is altogether fitting that representatives of the 
“Hebrew-for-All” movement should be privileged to participate 
in the World Conference of Hebrew Teachers and Educationists 
which is to take place in Jerusalem next summer, and invitations 
to which have already been issued by Professor Leon Roth, 
of the Hebrew University. There is no doubt that, especially 
in modern circumstances, the sponsors of the “ Hebrew-for-All” 
movement have discovered an excellent means of filling that 
great need in the wide Jewish cultural field, a working know- 
ledge by Jews everywhere of the new-old tongue which is again 
flourishing in Eretz. Yisrael. 
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DILEMMA — Koestler’s Thought-Provoking Novel 


Thieves in the Night. By Arruur Koesrier. 


Macmillan. 10s. 6d.

The reputation which Arthur Koestler has 


acquired as a novelist and as a thinker were bound 
to give his new book an immediate and wide 
audvence. The fact that Palestine is its scene, and 
the fate of contemporary Jewry its theme, were 
bound to make u of major .terest to Jewish 
readers, both for what light i might have to throw 
on the problem with which it deals and for the 
way im which Koestler’s presentation of his own 
people and their struggle might react upon those 
clements- in contemporary opinion to whom 
Koestler’s other writings have made a great and 
justified appeal, Here was the opportunity for one 
of the most eloquent voices of our time to make 
itself heard in the Jewish cause, to arouse the 
horror-numbed conscience of the world to the 
most enduring and grimmest of its horrors. The 
chance has not been taken; and the book, for all 
its passionate sincerity, for all its moving qualities 
for all its passages of compelling beauty and of 
penetrating analysis, leaves at the end a fecling 
of disappointed bewilderment. What is Koestler 
in fact trying to say and how will this strained 
and tortured way of saying it impress the recipient 
mind, particularly if that mind be a non-Jewish 
one and -less prone to seek explanations for the 
author's lapses from good sense and good taste in 
An over-sensitive reaction to a psychological situa- 
tion which the non-Jew can only partly feel ? 


The Experiment 


The book bears the sub-title, “ The Chronicle 
of.an Experiment.” What is the experiment which 
it chronicles ? There is one obvious answer. The 
book begins with an account of the founding in 
1937 of a new Jewish communal settlement in 
Gahilee and much of the action takes place within 
it, while Koestler’s power of descriptive evocation 
finds full effect in the account of the material 
problems of the enterprise. It concludes with the 
foundation in 1939, by a party from this settle- 
ment, of yet another such commune. Are we to 
take the experiment 
the Yishuv in one. of its most distinctive forms ? 
Is the political commentary which interweaves with 
the fictional narrative merely a righteous and justi- 
hable protest against the obstacles placed in the 
way of such work by the White Paper of 1939. 
and the betrayal of the Mandate which it imphed ? 
This can hardly be the case For alongside the 
names of Koestler’s friends among the settlers in 


Galilee there appears on the dedication page 
another name, that of Viadimir Jabotinsky. And 
whatever that cultured and inquiring personality 


may have stood for in his lifetime. it is clear from 


the book that, for Koestler, his legacy is one of 
violence His heirs are those who accept what 
Koestler calls the iceage of. politics, who reject 


the possibility of compromise and of the operation 
of ideals and conscience, and who therefore 
logically turn to force—and, since terrorism is the 
only weapon which a small minority can wield with 
effect, to terrorism 


" as the constructive task of. 


The fictional form m which the work is cast 
makes it difficult to discover the extent to which 
Koestler identifies himself with the philosophy cf 
terrorism——which seems so out of harmony with 
his other recent writings. It is always possible to 
argue that an author does not identify himself with 
any one of his characters—and the issuc is further 
complicated by the fact that the psychological 
atmosphere conveyed is much closer to that of the 
present time than to the pre-war years in which 
the action is set. But clearly Koestler’s major 
character, whose spiritual development is the most 
continuous theme m a rather disjointed narrative, 
must stand for something in the author's outlook. 
Joseph's a is soon told. Of mixed parentage, 
but of English Gentile upbringing, he is con- 
verted to consciousness of his essential Jewishness 
and to participation in a communal settlement as 
its expression through being repudiated as a lover 
on the grounds of bis race, During his life at the 
scitiement he mects exponents both of the 
terrorist approach to the Palestinian situation and 
of its various alternatives. The murder by Arabs 
of a girl whom he loves, but for whom the horrors 
of her previous life have made normal love 
intolerable, drives him finally to accept member- 
ship of a terrorist organisation, and we leave him 
awaring the call to action. Ihe decisive events in 
his life are thus, both of them, in a sense acct 
dental. and the author's own attitude is unresolved. 


Diilicult Perspective 


But if one looks not at the story of Joseph 
but at the Palestinian background, as seen largely 
through his eyes, the bias of the author becomes 


clearer. It is not easy to get his view into focus 
because the book is written on several different 
levels. His Arabs are overdrawn The situation 


would be less complex if they were as ignorant and: 


Savage and primitive as he depicts them His 
British are caricatures-—-or most of them. His one 
American, equally so. But his Jews, if the 
technique used here is a savage naturalism. are 


hardly truer to hfe 

Koestler will make no concessions to sentiment. 
Self-hatred. as one of the characters admits, is a 
Jewish characteristic In Koestler. it reaches a 
pitch which suggests that the authors pecuhar 
sensitiveness makes him as itll’ at ease, as essen- 
tially alien among Jews, as he is among other 
people The politicians are too. Slick; the 
intellectuals too ineffective The settlers them- 
selves are too wilfully resolved to throw over the 
inherited burden of culture and intelicct in lavour 
of what might be called a peasant altitude, were it 


not that Koestler endows them with an over- 
stressed. abnormal, and tortured sexuality. Is it 
that he would have one believe that even the 


return to normality, even a land of one’s own, is 
no cure for that human malady. of sensitivity, 
which Koestler detects in .its heightened Jewish 
form. as the real core of the Jewish dilemma? Is 
terrorism a way of securing the National Home-— 
or a way of escaping from the fact that even the 
National Home is.a delusion ? A book which no- 
one can avoid reading, and which every Jew must 
wish had not been written. 


AFRICAN JOURNEY (1) Dr. Cecil ‘Roih 


This is the first part of an article by Dr. Roth

During the four months I was away ‘from 
England in the summer I travelled. | think. a clear

thousands of people, and must have delivered 
myself in public of some 1,500,000 words. (An

Except for a brief and agonising wip to 
Greece, where 1 saw the pathetic debris of a once- 
flourishing Jewish Community, my travels were 
mamly in Africa, which | traverséd from end to 
‘end. I do not want to speak here about condiuons 
in Egypt and of the growing malaise that prevails 
in Jewish life there. | will merely point out that 
i «8 not the Egyptian Jews alone who are appre- 
hensive about what will happen when the military 
evacuation takes place. First the Jews, no doubt 
~—and the Nazis have shown the precise mechanism. 
This would be only the beginning. The next on 
the list, it is generally believed, are the Copts; 
and. then the Europeans. “ Egypt for the Egyp- 
uians implies, in fact, the extrusion of the 
ihonous 


Vast Empty Continent 

The flying-boat bears one away from. these 
complications at what would once have been con- 
sidered great speed. Within four days, one is in 
the Union of South Africa. There is plenty of time 
to think en route, as one looks below. The most 
vivid umpression that I took away with me was not 
of the scampering herds of elephants but of the 
vast, empty continent. For hours and hours on 
end the machine flies over roadless expanses which 
are obviously well-watered, obviously not wholly un- 
fertile, presumably not wremediably disease-ridden, 
but nevertheless uninhabited, or nearly so (even the 
native kraals are sparse and few in number). But 
there is no room in it for Europe's refugees 

My gateway into South Africa was Durban— 
very British, very colourful, very stately—with the 
beautiful Jewish Club, which became during the 
war a byword for its hospitality among soldiers 
and sailors of all nationalities and all denomina- 
Hons. But my headquarters during my trip were 
in Johannesburg, which contains upwards of 30,000 
of the country’s 100.000 Jews. It is thus the 
metropolis of South African Jewry mathematically 
ul not geographically or historically. Hinc illae 
lacrimae. Capetown is the historic entrance to the 
country (though in these cays of air travel this 1s 
not true in. the sense that it was once), and 
with its Jewish settlement over a century old is 
the mother-community of South African Jewry. 
Moreover, Capetown, the seat of the Union Parlia- 
ment, and of the administration over a good part of 
the year, has a political status which Johannesburg 
cannot emulate, notwithstanding its nearness (but 
only nearness—and this too leads to complications) 
to Pretoria, the Union capital. Hence a perpetual 
Sensitiveness (it 1s not in fact much more) in the 
mutual relaions of the two. Organisations are 
duplicated, institutions are duplicated, and the

Ihe temperaménts of the two places, too, are

of the Great Synagogue in London), ts iovely 
principal Synagogue (more magniticentty situated 
than any other that | have ever seen), the whole 


tempo of life is slower and calmer. In Johannes- 
burg. 7,000 feet above sea level, with Ws hectic 
past and its feverish present, the au is charged with 
electricity, figuratively as well as literally. It is the 
only city in the world, I suppose, where a building 
half a century old is by way of being an historical 
monument Ihe history of us Jewish Community 
goes back almost to the beginning olf the history 
of the town—which means that it 1s just under 60 
years old. It is. in fact, the youngest of the great 
Jewish Communities of the world, with the excep- 
tion of Tel-Aviv. For it is great, without a doubt, 
There are still certain rawnesses about it, and | 
suppose that its growing-pains are ‘not. quite 
finished. But u has a tremendous vitality. When 
the relative volume of the “ Jewish Encyclopedia ” 
appeared in 1904, the Jewish population was ¢st- 
mated, probably over-generously, at 12,000, It has 
increased since then, therefore, in the course of a 
single generation, by nearly three times [he 
majority of the immuigrants—and the same is true 
elsewhere in the Union—are from Lithuania; and, 
in fact, what would appear to us here a remarkably 
high proportion of the adult population is foregn- 
born. They preserve the characteristics of their 
ancestors, above all a boundless generosity and the 
most eager devotion to every Jewish cause. 


Religious Laxity 


On the other hand, for some reason or other (1 
have been told that it is because the first immigrants 
came without the inténtion of settling down, and 
were overwhelmed by the tempo of local life), the 
visitor from this country 1s amazed by the degree 
of religious laxity. To say that it is an enturely 
unobservant community, a8 some mentors report, 
is untrue But it is amazing to find Yeshiva- 
trained men, about the profundity ef whose Jewish 
sentiments there can be no doubt, for whom the 
dietary laws and the Sabbath do not exist. The 
stolid, conservative English Jew. of the type that 
forms the backbone of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity, has no counterpart in South Africa; while 
the ultra-Orthodox group is entirely non-existent. 
There are, on the other hand, compensations. To 
be cut off from the Synagogue on the Sabbath trom 
economic reasons i not the drastic breach with 
Judaism in. South Africa that it is here. There 
are some smal] communities, | think, where almost 
every householder attends on Friday night, though 
no services are held the next day. ut | personally 
find it very difficult to understand how two brothers 
can develop in such utterly different fashion simply 
through the accident of emigration.

TRAINING MANCHESTER’S 
HEBREW TEACHERS 


[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


Speaking at a mecting of teachers of Hebrew 
religion of Manchester and Salford, Prestwich and 
distri, held at Singleton Hill, under the auspices 
of the Central Board for Hebrew Education and 
Talmud Torah. the Rev Dr | W. Slotki stated 
that a Jewish Higher Education Centre for the 
training of teachers was berng established in Man- 
chester for men and women desirous of takin 
courses leading to the teachers’ Diploma A or B, 
conducted by the Central Examining Board under 
the auspices of Jews’ College. Scholarships and 
bursaries ranging from £26 to £50 per annum were 
available for students in either course provided 
they had passed the intermediate examination 

Preparatory classes would also be established 
early in the new year. Practising teachers taking 
the course would. on passing the examination 
successfully, be entitled to the standard scale 
salanes as approved by the Central Council for 
Jewish Religious Education in the United Kingdom 
and Eire. 

Dr. Isidore Fishman. uty Director of the 
Central Council, addressed the meeting and a dis- 
cussion followed.

At a meeting of the Council of Jews’ College, 
held on Monday evening at Woburn House, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Alan Mocatta, the Rev. 
|. Livingstone raised the question of the College's 

rucipating in a suitable memorial to the late 

Consultations, he said, had been 
had by Mr. Harry Gaventa and himself with the 
Rev M. Lew. from whom they had learned 
that the College students. hoped to publish a 
memorial volume of Dr. Marmorstein’s works. a 
project which would cost about £500. It was sug- 
gested that the Council associate themselves with 
this idea. 

The Chairman said that he could not envisage 
the Council contributing any substantial amount 
in view of the very grave state of the College's 
finances 

Rabbi Dr. |. Epstein, the Director of Studies, 
recalled that the volume planned as a memorial to 
the late Dr. Bichler was still uncompleted, for 
various reasons. there was about £250 in hand for 
this purpose 

After further discussion, it was agreed that the 
Council donate 20 guincas to cach of the projects 
as token gifts. 

Mr. Mocatta reported on the progress of the 
appeal for further financial support. As they had 
no doubt read in THe Jewisn CHronicie, he said. 
he and their Secretary, Mr. M.. Stephany, had 
addressed prominent communal representatives in 
Manchester and as a result a Friends of Jews’ 
College orgamsation had been formed It was 
hoped that at least £500 a year would be forth- 
coming from their Manchester friends. On the 
principle of “ What Manchester does to-day. the 
rest of the country does to-morrow,” it was hoped 
that all the other leading provincial centres would 
soon follow suit. Thanks to the untiring work of 
many members of the Council, a wide canvass of 
sympathisers was being made. The sum of £2.000 
a year was the target 

Various members of the Council supported Mr. 
Mocatia’s appeal for more public support of the 
College, and Mr. Gaventa pledged himself to obtain 
0) new annual subscribers 

Mr. Mocatta gave details of the University of 
London Extension Courses which were to be held 
from January until March next in connection with 
Jews’ College iDetails of these courses were 
printed im last week's JewisH CHRoNIcLE.] Mr. 
Mocatta added that £180 had been donated by com- 
munal bodies towards the cost of. running the 
courses. But if they were a success—and he was

OUR TIMES: (3) Our Prayer for Zion 


By Rabbi Dr. Ignaz Maybaum 


We shall unhesitatingly utter a condemnation 
over the fact that a lewah generation was so bli 
to the Jewish past as to eliminate the references to 
Zion from the Jewish prayer-book. But we must 
realise that those who acted thus in the liberal 
century did not do it out of scepticism, nor out 
of opportunism or any other negative attitude. 
They did not wish to renounce their Judaism. 
They did it—strange though it seems—while still 
regarding themselves as faithful Jews. It is their 
interpretation of Judaism. therefore, which we must 
investigate 

European liberalism kindled Jewish messianism. 
Mankind the brotherhood of man, the universal 
meaning of every good deed in the moral field, 
filled hearts with enthusiasm. The Jews of that 
generation did not want to have Judaism interpreted 
as a Palestinian Provincialism. In that they were 
right. But at the same time they were very wrong 
because they overlooked the universal meaning of 
all the references to Zion in our Bible and im our 
prayer-book 

Samson Raphaci Hirsch, as an Orthodox Jew, 
did not think of eliminating the references to Zion 
from the praver-book. But he showed in the 16th 
letter of his famous book, “19 Letters about 
Judaism,” that he was in full agreement with non- 
Orthodox Jews of the libefal age. Harsch, like all 
children of the liberal age, was still in the grip of 
the tremendous universalism of the Middle Ages, 
an era whose passionate belicf—sull visible in the 
Gothic cathedrals—meant the ignoring of reality, 
the effort to dissolve every material substance imto 
spiritual idea and form During the Middle Ages, 
Jewish messianism was a fervent hope, but it 
remaimed a spiritual power without connection with 
historic reality... Jews prayed in sincere piety that 
God might bring Israel to Palestine. which to them 
meant praying for the arrival of the messianic age, 
the Kingdom of God. Those scholarly rabbis in 
Southern France and Yehuda Halevi, who really 
went to Palestine, were exceptions. The movement 
inspired by Sabbatai Zvi, with its catastrophic 
finale, eventually deterred those who might have 
considered that our prayers for Zion involved the 
duty of having Jews live there 


Shadow of.Sabbatai Zvi 


About the return to Zion, Hirsch wrote very 
bluntly im the above-mentioned letter. We must 
ope, he says, im effect, but we must do nothing 
to put the hope into practice This bluntness can 
be explained. The terror over Sabbatai Zvi was 
still a living memory to Hirsch. He was a boy 
aged nine when Eva Frank, the dauehter of Jacob 
Frank, died im Offenbach, a few miles from 
Frankfort-on-Main. In Jacob and Eva Frank. 
Sabbatianism. had already become intermingled 
with Christian weas. Hirsch was still aware of the 
collective neurosis, the social catastrophe, and the 
termination in Sfé’mad to which the movement of 
Sabbatai Zvi had led Jewry. But while he knew 
it, Herzi and his generation no longer had the 
slightest recollection of it. 

Messianism awoke in the liberal era, but only to 
the extent of its universal message Fhe bitter 


needs of the Jewish people uself were not forgotten ,. 


ior one moment by the Jewish adherents of 
European liberalism. In the unlimmed prosperity 
which. the West seemed to have acquired, every 
social question. including that of the Jews, was 
supposed to have 18 solution in a future which 
seemed to come nearer with every day that passed, 
And for the assuaging of the biter lot of the 
Jewish people which still continued in the interm., 
our liberal forefathers had a very Jewish - method, 
very Jewish indeed: philanthropy. They = trans- 
lated the word into. philanthropy. It 
is Only a translation, but it is not such a bad one. 
At any rate, the Jewish heart never did let. Jewish 


philanthropy degenerate into cold institutiong 
aid without the human touch. In their universa! 
hope, that generation did not forget their own 
people. But they forgot that Zion also had » 
geographical meaning, It did not break into thei 
consciousness, whether they were Orthodox o; 
liberal, whether they lived in Frankfort or ip 
Eastern Europe. There was no difference between 
East and West, except that the West was outspokeg 
where the East was silent 

Zion is certainly not merely a geographical 
name. But there is only one place on this earth 
we mean when we say Zion. he revelation is of 
history, and history is connected with geography 
Eretz Yisrael is and remains “ the holy land” This 
land, the land of our prophets and rabbis, cannor 
be expelled from the memory of the Jewish people. 
If it could be, the Jewish people would cease to 
exist, as a human body would cease to be what 
it is if an essential organ were destroved. “ if 
I forget thee, O Jerusalem. let my right hand forget 
her cunning.” 


Impossible to Forget Zion 


The Jewish people can only be themselves 
keeping alive the memory of their past. We Jey 
cannot let Zion—in its geographical sense—p 
of our life. This is one of the difiecrences between 
Judaism and Christianity Christianity became 
distinct from Judaism by the mere act of its | 
fer from Jerusalem to Rome Judaism which 
forgot Zion would become spiritualised. an ides 
without a living body.

ANOTHER SCARE CAMPAIGN 


Hoaxers’ "Phone Calls and the 
Sensational Press 


Ihe Goodge. Street Underground station. 
London, W., was closed for over half an hour last 
Friday evening while a police search was made 
following an anonymous message telephoned to 
Scotland Yard. The search did not disclose any- 
thing unusual. 

Reports of the _ incident . were . prominently 
featured in a. number of newspapers—with 
gratuitous reminders about the recent discredited 
* Jewish terrorist " scare campaign, which some of 
those very newspapers had conducted in spite ol 
official police denials. 

Several other telephone calls have since been 
received threatening to blow up Scotland Yard, 
the Marble Arch, various railway siations, news- 
paper offices, and other public buildings, and they 
have all been put down by Scotland Yard as the 
work of hoaxers, perhaps mentally deficient. This 
has not prevented newspapers, however, trom 
“ playing up” these further incidents and claiming 
that Scotland Yard is disturbed because the caller 
may be “an agent of the Palestine terrorist 
Organisations, the Stern Gang and Irgun Zvai 
Leumi.” 

In one Sunday newspaper, a writer claumed that 
a leading Zionist” —unnamed-—told him that they 
had been expecting the terrorist. campaign ior 
some time. 

A Jewish CHRONICLE reporter. has again made 
inquiries at Scotland Yard and ‘has been told 
emphatically that there was no evidence whatevei 
of any Jewish terrorists being in this country, nor 
Was there any evidence to connect these threats 
with “ Jewish terrorists." “ Had we had any such 
evidence,” Our reporter was told by a Scotland 
Yard official. ** we should have taken action against 
them. 

A Jewish Agency spokesman in London told Tr 

JewisH CHRONICLE on Monday that the statement 
in a Sunday newspaper that Zionist circles in 
London feared that the threats were the prelude 
tO an intensive terrorist campaign in Britain was 
uite inaccurate, and in no way reflected what 
ionist circles thought. Nor, the spokesman 
added, could he think of any leading Zionist who 
would make any such statement as that alleged.

The marked progress made by the “ Hebrew- 
for-an ” movement was indicated last Sunday im 
he mieresting proceedings, almost all in Hebrew, 
at ots third annual convention, which was held, 
voder the auspices of the Central Council for 
jlewsh Religious Education, in two sessions: the 
ort. m the afternoon, at the Rose Hertz.

A resolution was passed welcoming the principles 
laid down by the Nuremberg Court with regard to 
mternational crime, and urging that a permanent 
Court of Justice be forthwith established for the 
iyial of internanienal crime... In moving the resolu- 
tion. Lord Cecil condemned the inexcusable crimes 
of the Nazis against the Jews, and concluded his 
spetch. with the Biblical exhortation, “* Fear God 
and keep His commandments, tor this is the whole 
duty of man. Another resolution was passed, 
regretting the end of Unrra while the need for its 
activities soll exists, and urging the continuance of 
the work ot relief and rehabilitation at present 
carned on by Unrra 

On the proposal of the North-Western Regional 
Council, seconded by the Association's. President, 
Dr. Gilbert. Murray, a resolution was adopted, 
welcoming the recommendation to establish an 
International Refugee Organisation. it expressed the 
Council's “ belief that the settlement of the prob- 
lem of displaced persons in Europe is an integral 
part of the re-creation of conditions for peace, and 
recognition that the continued exisience of hun- 
dreds of thousands of such persons in Germany is 
both a cause of present international dissension 
and a danger to tuture world harmony.’ The 
Government was urged “to do all in its power to 
see that, apart from war criminals, speedy arrange- 
ments are made for the resettlement in other paris 
of the world, including this country, for those who 
are bona-fide refugees: so that by the time the 
International Refugee Organisation 1s established, 
it will have to dea! with those who are unrepatriable 
and in need of settlement in useful occupations. in 
other. parts of the world.”

NEED OF NEW HOME 
FOR AGED JEWS 
Increase of “ Infirmary Cases’ 


[By a Jewrsn CHRONICLI 


Reporter| 

The necessity for rebuilding the Home for Aged 
Jews 8oO aS to provide accommodation for 250 
people was stressed at the annual meciing of the 
tlome on Sunday at 105, Nightingale Lance, Wands- 
worth Common, S.W.12 

Captain Michael Franklin, who .was cilecied last 
year as President, presided at his first annual meet- 
ing Moving the adoption of the annual report, 
although their difficulties had 
increased rather than diminished: during the past 
year, the Home had been able to continue tis good 
Work. 

Mr. S. Heiser, seconding the adoption of the 
report, said that the medical report of the health 
of the old people afforded cloquent. testimony of 


the care and devouion with which they were tended 
during the critical war years. They had two kinds 
of applicants for admission to the Home, said M) 


Heiser. There were those who were fit. and able 
to get about and fend for themsgives; and those 
who were not able to do so, but required con 
stant nursing and care and attendance. Hh had been 
found that it was the applications from the unlit 
that had been increasing steadily—so much so that 
they had a long waiting list of these cases, which 
they called the infirmary cases. The number. ol 
applications those that were fit was 
decreasing. Their infirmary accommodation was 
limited to about SO beds. which were now fully 
occupied, and it was impossible to increase tha 
number im present circumstances 


he mcreased National Health 


Insurance 


‘pensions and other advantages would be an imcen- 


tive to many old people to endeavour to carry on 
on their own until they reached a state of infirmity 
and could no longer look after themselves. 

Last year. went on Mr. Heiser, he had pressed 
for. the. erection of an entirely new home, on 
modern hnes, and designed to embody the vews 
and experience of social workers, which would 
accommodate 250 people, of whom at least 100 
would be infirmary cases 


Where Shall Home Be Rebuilt? 


There were differences of opinion on whether the 
Home should be rebuilt on the present site or on 
a larger site elsewhere. But any new scheme would 
mean the launching of an appeal —it might be called 
their centenary appeal—and it would ‘have to be 
for at feast £100,000, 

Mr. George Hyman, moving the adoption of the 
accounts, said that ordinary eXpenditure exceeded 
ordinary mcome by £1,630, and, as in previous 
years, the income derived from legacies and “in 
memoriam ” donations had to be used to meet 
this deficit instead of being placed tO capital 
account. He thanked the aid societies, especially 
mentioning (as did other speakers) the handsome 
contributions of the Hendon Aid Society. . There 
were two new aid socicties—the Brighton and Hove 
Aid Society and the Islington Aid Society, and they 
were glad to welcome their representatives at that 
meeting. Very soon, said Mr. Hyman, they would 
have to budget for something like £20,000 a year. 

Mr. George Harris said that the cost of main-

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BOARD OF GUARDIANS’ 
NAME TO STAY 


Change Defeated by Chairman's 
Vote 


[By a Jewisn CrronicLe Reporter] 


A motion to consider changing the name of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians was defeated on the 
Chairman's casting vote, at a special meeting of 
the Board held at the offices, 127, Middicsex 
Street, B.1, recently. 

Lord Justice Cohen, President, was in the Chair. 
Belore the motion was considered, the meciing 
stood m silent tribute to the memory of Miss 
Hannah Cohen, who was President of the Board. 
and Mr. |. J. Rozelaar, a member of the Executive. 

Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques proposed “ that the 
name of the Board be changed to one including 
the word ‘ Wellare’ and that a sub-committee be 
set up to consuli with the Hon. Officers about the 
new name.” 

When the Board was first founded, said Mr. 
Henriques, it really was for the direct monetary 
relicf of the poor, but to-day the accen{ was on 
welfare work. The Board had always been ahead 
of other institutions and ut was now taking the 
lead in family wellare work, building up those who 
were not necessarily poor but broken physically, 
morally, or spiritually. If the Board’s name gave 
a truer indication of its present functions, then 
those who gave would give all the more, knowing 
better what the Board stood for: and those whom 
the Board helped would feel no stigma of 
pauperism. The present title gave a false descrip- 
tion of the Board's work. 

Mr. John Sebag-Montefiore, seconding the 
mouon, said that the old name of the Board could 
not properly be said to apply to-day when they 
were domg so very much for the ex-Service men 
and women. The tenants of their housing scheme 
ought not to be subjected to having as the fand- 
lords a body with so outmoded a title as theirs 
Their own Relief Committee had changed its 
name to Welfare Commitice. : 


Heavy Cost of Change 


In the discussion that followed, the follow:me 
points were. stressed: -Any change of name would 
have to be sanctioned by Parliament and the cost 
would be round about £500; a change ol what 
might admittedly be an unsuitable name would 
have no effect on revenue, the Board being judgcd 
not by its name but by its work; any change might 
well cause a split in communal support; the £500 
necessary for legal costs could well be spent im 
practical wellare work; if a change was advisabic 
at all, then a complete change was desirable: that 
Jewish lads being apprenticed should not be sub- 
jected to being dealt with by a “ relicf of the poor ” 
organisation; that Boards of Guardians were 
looked upon as a stigma in public life; and that 
legacies might fall because gy change of name 

Lord Justice Cohen said that he thought they 
could not afford to part with the words * Board of 
Guardians,” and he did not take the view that 
“Jewish poor’ connoted the stigma attached to 
them. Their name was not a mis-statement, rather 
was it an understatement. He thought that Within 
limits the more they became the central Jewish 
charity of London the better it wou!ld be He 
instanced the success that had atiended their new 
association with the work of protecting Jewish 
girls, women, and children 

After Mr. Henriques replied. a vote was taken, 
and the result was that 15 voted for his motion and 
1S against. The Chairman gave his casiing vote 
against it. Another motion to appoiml a sub- 
committee merely to consider the advisability of 
changing the Board’s name was similarly defcated 
by the same figures. 

So, as the result of nearly two hours’ discussion 
the title of.** The Board of Guardians and Trustees 
for the Relief of the Jewish Poor (Registered) 
is not to be interfered with

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Chanucah Reflections 


HE muracie that is Chanucah noceds no retelling. 
For is it not written vividly in the Books of 
the Maccabees, and is it not brilliantly sum- 
marised in the twenty-four Hebrew words which 
comprise the fifth stanza of the Ma’oz Tzur? 
Not so well known, however, are some of the 
customs associaied with this popular celebration, 
customs the origin of which have to be known in 
order to enhance even more the beauty and mspira- 
tion of a festival which, according to the Talmud 
(Rosh Ha’'shana 19a), will outlive even the 
Messianic era, when other observances will be 
declared obsolete and redundant Let us con- 
centrate on a few aspects of our festival that come 
to the surface of our mind in the form of questions. 
Why is it that in the only Talmudic reference to 
Chanucah (Shabbat 21a), mention is made only of 
the one little cruse of oi! designated to feed the 
Menorah for one night yet burning for eight days? 
Surely, the High Pnest must have been lacking in 
his personal supervision of Templ: needs by 
not storing away a greater quantity? The answer 
afforded by some authorities 1s that the High Priest 
actually did store away large quantities of oi! in 
case of emergency, but that these large quantities 
were divided up into little portions sufficient to 
last for one night. Each portion was poured into 
a little cruse and sealed with the official stamp of 
the High Priest. When the Syrian-Greeks invaded 
the Temple, they desecrated everything their unclean 
hands hehted on, including those precious stores 
of oil. Only one little cruse miraculously escaped 
their attention, and it was this that has provided the 
main theme of Chanucah,. It did not require much 
ingenuity on the part of homulists to detect in this 
episode a symbol of the eternity of the Jewish 
people who have survived all attempts at destruc- 
tion, much to the surprise of their enemies as well 
as their friends. Like the cruse of oil that banished 
the darkness introduced by the pagans of 
antiquity, so have the Jewish people continued to 
spread their law of life and hght to a world un- 
appreciative of both these fundamentals. 


question. Seeing that the gencral 
name applied to our festival both by Josephus 
and in Talmudic times was Hag Ha'urim, * the 
festival of lights,” why has the name Chanucah 
become the most. popular designation in the 
Diaspora? For in Eretz Yisrael to-day it has 
again assumed the more ancient name, the accent 
being put solely on the message of light both by 
the giant Chanuciah (Menorah) which flashes forth 
its beacon from the dome of Tel-Aviv’s Great 
Synagogue, and the processions of candle-bearers 
during each night of the testival as they make then 
joyous way to the Bet Am, the town hall The 
answer is that though Hag Ha'urim does point the 
way to the main message, yet that of Chanucah 
dedication, also stresses an aspect which we in the 
Golah need to take to heart. For the whole story 
of Chanucah, as it is graphically narrated in the 
Apocrypha, emphasises the dedication of Hannal 
and her seven brave: sons, of the aged Eleazar and 
the indomitable Maccabeans to the cause of Juda- 
ism. The struggle ended on a note of dedication 
when the victorious Israelites “ came into the oracle 
of Thy house, cleansed Thy temple, purified Th) 
sanctuary, kindled lights in Thy. holy courts, and 
appointed these eight days of Chanucah in order 
fo Rive thanks and praises unio hihy gical name. 
As if to Stress even more the necessity in our days 
to dedicate our lives to every noble cause, the 
formulators of our liturgy prescribed that the 
Scriptural portion during this festival should be 
the seventh chapter of Numbers, which. describes 
the offerings brought by the princes (parshat nesiim) 
at the completion of the construction of the taber- 
nacle in the wilderness 


I would be a py if the word Chanucah were 
eclipsed by the old-new designation of Hag 
Ha'urim, for no victory of a few idealists against 
fully-armed overwhelming hordes could have been 
achieved unless this dedication to a. cause was nol 
Paramount in their hearts. For Chanucah 1s not 
the ordinary story of a grim battle and ts sur- 
prising sequel. It 1s something unique in the annals 
of the world: for. it was.the first time that a battle 
had been fought. not for territory or material gains, 
but purely and simply for freedom of conscience 
and the right to live unmolested and free from 
all want and oppression. As long as dedication to 
a righteous cause is the price of victory, so fong 
will the light cast by the Menorah of our festival 
be sacred, beckoning us to do noble deeds and to 
strike mighty hammer-blows on the anvil of truth 

The question has often been asked: “ Why does 
the Mishna contain. no. special tractate on 
Chanucah, which lasts for eight days, whereas the 
editor did devote such a traetate, Megillah which 
deals with the laws for Purim, observed only for 
one day?” Surely there are more regulations 
governing our present festival, and the miracle 1 
commemorates is in no wise secondary to that of 
Purim? The answer is interesting. It was generally 
felt that the anniversary of an historic event staged 
in Palestine itself, like Chanucah, did not require 
the same precaution against forgetfulness by sub- 
sequent generations as did: the story of Purim, the 
scene of which is set in remote Persia. This answer 
thus provides an instance of the burning love for 
Zion in each Jewish heart, a love which found 
myriads of manifestations throughout the colourful 
pageant of a Jewish life 

The flickering lights which burn at this season 
wherever a Jew dwells speak eloquently to. us 
of the yawning chasm that still gapes between right 
and wrong, godliness and profanity; but they also 
exhort us (oO remain sendteas to our ideals and 
to reject as base that which cannot stand compari- 
son with the heroism and dedication of the 
Maccabees. To observe Chanucah in the true spirit 
means to exemplify deathlessness in the face of all 
the corroding influences of a materialistic age and 
to be the possessors of a flaming legacy of civilisa- 
tion bequeathed to us by those immortal spiritual 
titans the Maccabeans.

4) Nursery Trials 


HE school holidays will soon send the 

children back into their homes, thus preparing 

during the winter weather a major problem for 
the housewife Children who for three months 
have had their days occupied with regular school 
activities generally find the winter holidays difficul: 
to fill im to their own Satisfaction. And tor they 
mother. the hours which they spend in the house 
because the weather is too bad for them to get 
out spell additional anxiety m her already over- 
full programme. Perhaps there are litle friends 
who come im to play; and whenever such a group 
gathers together with the intention of amusing one 
another, there are disputes and quarrels, and olten 
tears and scenes, to endure. 


The accustomed climax is the appeal to grown- 


ups for arbitration. The sequel! may involve 4 
or more of the young wranglers in punishment, 
banishment from the scene of the action. 

How far should parents or grown-ups interfere 
in these quarrels? It can happen that they become 
involved, through the children’s quarrels, mio 
quarrels with the children’s parents. and many a 
neighbourly feud dates back to the time when Mrs. 
X smacked young Johnnie for somethirig that was 
clearly the fault of her own lithe Annie. Johnnie's 
mother, while freely investing herself with the meh 
of corporal punishment on Sas son, will aot allow 
another woman to “lay hands’ on him,” and so 
the misunderstanding grows like a snowbail until 
there is a serious breach between women who were 
formerly good frends. 

Many women, too, seek, perhaps unconsciously, 
io fasien on to the children of an ‘1quaintance 
many of the attributes and, above all, the short- 
comiuigs of thew parents. Thus they siact from 
the very outset of their child's friendship with a 
distinct bias against his lithe friend. And as soon 
ineviilable trouble arises, they pronounce 
judgment from an angle that is prejudiced, 


The Children’s Angle 


li sometimes seems to those who are in charge 
of children that such departures from justice are 
a cause ol gnrevance to the children, and outrages 
their sense of fairness. There is little evidence to 
support this theory, but the practical result of such 
conduct is invariably unpleasaniness “among the 
grown-ups, while the children may. be serenely un- 
conscious of any such discord. Most grown-ups, u 
seems, apply to the workings of the children's minds 
the yardstick of thetrr own menta! processes And 


they credit the children with logical and reasoning , 


powers that, im fact, 
child's hie 

A child lives for the moment only. His quarrel, 
violent as if may appear, is forgotten aimos 
immedrately Children bear no malice, because 
they look neither backward nor forward. 

lo cope with a children’s quarrel, the mother 
must rid her mind of external prejudice, or, at that 
ws not possible, frecly admit to hersel! the existence 
of her bias. She cannot have it both ways. She 
cannot pose to the children as the supreme arbite: 
of their differences. with an altruistic desire to do 
right by each of them, while Secretly venting het 
spuc for a third person. Hf the children have not 
logical minds, they have a genius tor spotiing 
frauds 


only develop much later in a 


And they will spontaneously respond to- 


honesty, but take the fullest advantage of what is 
false. 

So the mother who, in the midst of her cooking, 
is confronted with a tear-stained face, accompanied 
by a choking recital of the misdeeds perpetrated 
by some other child, needs to take a balanced view 
of the situation. She must not, as is often thought- 
lessly done, ask who started the trouble. Even 

among those who claim to be adults, the question 
of who began it is never really cleared up. In 
any case, she will probably reccive an a 
answer from the principal culprit, whereupon s 
will add to her condemnation of his unkindness 
one oi deceit. And some of the children, with 
their inherent opportunism, will immediatcly 
emphasise the falsehood or this denial, and thus 
seck to gain attention for themselves. 

The best plan is to change the whole subject 
Suggest a complete change of game of pursuil, an 
having spotted the bone of contention, remove i 
before the children’s attention has been deflected 
from their new mterest. It parents are able to 
resolve their quarrels in this “ sleight-of-hand ” 
way, their children will gain considerably. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


[From our Industrial Correspondent} 


Disabled persons are to be given training in ibe 
tailoring trade as a result of agreement between th 
Ministry of Labour, the National Union of Tailors 
and Garment Workers, and the Wholesate Clothing 
Manufacturers’ Federation. 

A committee has drawn up syllabuses of training 
which will only be given in the workshops of 
approved employers. 

Ihe training will be given in the 
occupations: tailor and shaper—hand sewer and 
finisher (open to men and women); machinist (men 
and women); presser (men only); stock-cuiler and 
fiiter-up (men only). 

As there ts at present a surplus of culiers, no 
training will be given in this occupation 

The training periods are divided into an initial 
period, during which the trainee receives the stan- 
dard training allowances from the Minisiry, the 
employer making a gradually increasing contrmbu- 
tion towards the allowances in recognition of the 
value of the trainee’s services; and a final period, 
during which the employer will pay wages at a 
rate agreed by both sides of the indusiry and will 


‘receive from the Ministry a weekly training fee in 


consideration’ of training costs. Selection of 
trainees will be made by the Ministry

kers employed in all sections of the garment iw- 
dusiry were: males, 74,100; temales, 287,800: 
total, 361.900,

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CHANUCAH HEROES | 
By AUNTIE 
Big CAH is rich in Stories of. loyalty and 


bravery. it ts not only men in our history 

that braved death and torture, bul many 
women are also remembered for their courage and 
disregard ot tear, 

Ihe Apocrypha tells us the story of one of the 
bravest of women. No woman has ever. under- 
gone such a trial as Hannah. She was the widowed 
mother of seven sons. She and her children were 
ordered to appear before the king and there to 
answer charges of disobedience. What orders of 
the king had they refused to carry out ?+—the 
arder to eat food forbidden to the Jews, the order 
to bow down and worship strange gods, to deny 
the God of Israel: The king, realsing what 
staunch men they would be if they were on his 
side. offered them riches and power to coax them 
away from Judaism. But they refused, with scorn 
and texts from the Bible quoted to emphasise the 
reason for their disobedience to an earthly kine 

Fach son as he refused to obey was slain cruelly 
in front of the mother, who urged them to con- 
tinue to resist. At last, only the youngest son 
remained, and the king, unwilling to lose such a 
promising young man, promised him his personal 
friendship if he did only the Slight office of stooping 
to pick up the king’s ring. But nobly he refused and 
he tollowed his six brothers to a martyr’s grave 

Poor Hannah. overwhelmed with her tragic loss, 
could only pray to God to help her, “ Abraham. 
our father was only asked to wiiness the sactritice 
of one son, but t have seen the sacrifice of all my 
scven sons in one dav.” 

Another story of courage and daring in the 
Maccabean struggle is told of Eleazer, one of the 
sons of Matiathias, the pioneer of the rebellion 
Taking part m one of the battles Eleazer noticed 
one elephant much more gaily dressed than the

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‘others and adorned with rovai breast plates. This 


must be the elephant that carried the King he 
realised and unhesitatingly rushed under it and 
thrust at it from underneath. As he struck the blow, 
the elephant rolled over crushing Eleazer in its fall. 

Judas Maccabeus, Judas the Hammer, who ‘took 


for his motto “ Who is like 
unto Thee O Lord?” was chosen by his father, 
Matiathias. to be the leader of the army. He 
merited his father’s choice. Antiochus sent an 
army of 40,000 infantry and 7,000 horsemen against 
the small army of Isracl, which only numbered 
6.000 soldiers. But Judas encouraged them before 
they went into battic, and said, “ Let us rather die 
in battle than see our people cigshe d by the Greeks 
Come, fight like warriorgaand Be thue men.” After 
routing the enemy. Judas was killed tn battle and 
died a hero's death. All Israel mourned for him, 
for as they truly said, “How is the mighty one 
fallen, the man who saved: Israel.”
